General Motors Head

NEW Yoex, At Aug. 31 —In| 
an effort to establish a definite’! 
policy that will overcome the 
difficulties created for itself 
and for its dealers by the sea-' 
sonal variations in demand, 
the General Motors Corpora-!

fred P. Sloan, Jr., has an- 
nounced the results of a com-| 
prehensive study of the stock- | 
ing of cars by distributors. 

“A study of-.the flow of cars to 
the™consuming public throughout 
the world,’ says Mr. Sloan, “indi- 
cates that there is scarcely any 
zone of distribution which does 
not have a more or less distinct 
seasonal variation in retail demand. 
‘This makes it necessary to have a 
greater number of cars available 
for delivery to retail purchasers at 
certain times of the year than at

“This indicates,’ Mr. Sloan con-|} 
tinues, “that there must be avail- 
able for delivery in the peak month 
of April about twice as many cars 
as in October and three times as 
many as are requored for January. 
A more detailed analysis of retail 
distribution in certain zones of the 
United States indicates even greater 
variations. The figures given above 
represent a national average.”’ 

Mr. Sloan points out that it obvi- 
ously impossible to vary the 
output of the factory to confirm 
to the exact seasonal consumer 
demand. Such an uneconomic pro- 
cedure, he shows, would entail the 
employment of a great deal of ad-

Production of passenger cars for 
the first seven months of 1925 was 
2,284,759, which was 14 per cent. 
ahead of the same period last year 
and 6.5 per cent. ahead of 1923, 
the previous high water mark. The 
index of monthly production of au- 
tomobiles, shown tn a chart pre- 
pared by Dow, Jones & Co., regis- 
tered a 15-point gain over June, 
while the index of twenty indus- 
trials moved up 6 points. The 
index of twenty industrials has 
been climbing very steadily since 
the middle of last year, while the 
automobile index has had an irreg- 
ular movement, which clearly re- 
flects the variability of production 
schedules. Such irregular move- 
ments are not found in retail sales, 
but-are due to lack of co-ordination 
of factory sales with retail sales 
and the model changes occurring 
in differe-\' months.

Thirty-one Treasurers

Madison, Wis., Aug. 31.—State

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 31.—Al- 
fred M. Williams, Reo distributor 
for Mexico, visited this city 
week and while here narrated sev- 
eral stories on how the southern 
republic is gradually being. opened 
up to automobile travel. Down in 


Mexico City they have styled him 
“Christopher Columbus” for the ex- 
cellent reason that he is always 
bent on an exploration expedition 
via automobile from his head- 
quarters, 

Perhaps the most notable of his 
feats was the opening up of the 
city of Huachinanga to automo- 
biles. A year and a half ago that 
city, lying in a valley, was entirely 
hemmed in by steep precipices over 
which only burros and pedestrians 
could travel. It had never seen 
an automobile. It is still encircled 
by precipitous mountains, but at 
last it has a motor road over which 
buses from Mexico City run every 
day. 

Williams was determined that he 
would be the first to introduce the 
automobile to the isolated city and 
so with block and tackle lowered 
a Reo car to the valley and drove 
it into the city where it created a 
sensation. Within a short time 
after introducing the car to the city 
he sold it to a far-sighted mer- 
chant, who straightway drove it 
around the plaza, charging the na- 
tives 50 cents a ride. 

In speaking of touring condi- 
tions Mr. Williams said, “We pay 
a gasoline tax of 4 cents a gallon 
for good roads in Mexico. The 
most important project at present 
is the new road to connect Mexico 
City with Laredo on the Texas 
border.”’

TAX AND LICENSE 
REFORMS SOUGHT 


North Carolina Ass'n 
Plans Drive on 
Legislature 


Charlotte, N. C., Aug. 31.—Vigor- 
ous criticism of the state’s taxation 
and licensing policies, as affecting 
the automotive trade, and discus- 
sions intended to intensify inter- 
est in a program of reform, are 
expected at the convention of the 
North Carolina Automotive Trade 
Association at Wrightsville Beach, 
September 7-8. Harry Clendenin 
of Greensboro, the president, will 
preside. 

The legislative program of the 
association, recently publicly dis- 
closed in an address here by C. W. 
Roberts of Greensboro, secretary, 
includes proposals for elimination 
of the $500 state tax on automobile 
manufacturers having representa- 
tion in this state; licensing of mo- 
tor vehicles on a basis of weight 
instead of horsepower; opposition 
to special taxes on motor vehicles 
for any purpose other than for 
development of the highways; re- 
quiring duplicate state license plates ; 
for front as well as rear of vehi- | 
cles; requiring state driver’s li- | 
cense and elimination of local | 
driver’s licenses; establishment of | 
a state constabulary charged with} 
enforcement of the traffic laws, | 
which would be expected to mini-| 
mize abuses charged to magistrates 
and their constables incident to the 
operation of alleged speed traps; 
creation of a state bureau for the 
prevention of motor vehicle acci- 
dents; compulsory insurance of all 
motor vehicles, and more stringent 
laws governing the sale of gasoline 
and motor oils. 

The attitude of officers and lead- 
ing members of the association, ac- 
cording to those residing here, is 
that the campaign for these re- 
forms should be undertaken with- 
out delay. It is hoped that public 
sentiment will have been sufficient- 
ly aroused to insure enactment of 
at least an important part of this 
program by the legisislature at its 
biennial meeting in 1927.

Special from A, D. N. Detroit Bureau 
Detroit, Mich., Aug. 31,—Detroit’s 
prestige as an automotive focus 


has been added to by fhe city’s 
designation as a principal procure- 
ment*‘depot of the war department. 

Maj. John J. Garrison is the 
efficer in charge of the depot at 
Detroit and with the approval of 
Major General W. H. Hart, Q. M. 
G., U. S. A., he has arranged for 
placing tentative contracts in the 
fields of motor transport, equip- 
ment, subsistence and so on, the 
contracts to become operative at 
once, in the event of national 
emergency. 

Arrangements have been con- 
eludéd that include _ practically 
every branch of industry in the 
middle west. 

Detroit will exercise control in 
the states of Michigan, Illinois. 
Ohio, Indiana and Wisconsin, thus 
embracing practically the country’s 
entire motor industry.

Bennings., Ga., has been de- 
tailed as executive officer for Mal}. 
Garrison, taking station October 
1, The Detroit depot will function 
directly under the Q. M. G. and the 
war department.

Flying Restricted 
By Detroit Law; 
‘Stunts’ Forbidden 


Detroit, Aug. 31.—Mayor Smith 
has approved the ordinance govern- 
ing the operation of aircraft over 
the city, and the county of Wayne. 

Its passage by the common coun- 
cil and by the board of supervisors 
is considered certain. 

The adjoining counties of Oak- 
land and Macomb will be asked to 
enact similar legislation, felt to be 
urgently needed as a preventive 
measure against air accidents en- 
dangering the lives of dwellers on 
the ground. 

Detroit’s ordinance forbids “stunt 
flying,” except in cases in which 
a special permit has been granted. 
It fixes 1,000 feet as the minimum 
flying height, except in emergen- 
cies, and prohibits the throwing out 
of posters, loose sand or other 
things from planes, except over a 
place provided for that purpose. 

It also provides against taking 
off from or landing at any place 
other than an established landing 
field (except in emergency), and 
all landing fields are to be licensed 
and under city control.

MINNESOTA BUS LAW - 
UP TO SUPREME COURT 


Measure’s Constitutionality Upheld 
by Lower Tribunal. 

St. Paul, Aug. 31.—The Minne- 
sota motor bus law will be taken 
to the supreme court for a final 
test of its constitutionality, follow- 
ing a decision by a district judge 
at Duluth who found the law con- 
stitutional and upheld it on all 


points. 
The case arose when a parcel]

applying to the railroad and ware- 
house commission for a permit. 

The railroad commission en- 
joined the company from operating 
and E. C, Carman, an assistant at- 
torney general, handled the case 
for the state, Judge Edward Free- 
man upholding the state on all 
points. 

Both parties to the suit had 
agreed that, whichever lost, the case 
would be appealed to the state su- 
preme court so that the dictum of 
that body on the new law might be 
placed on record, 

The appeal has not yet been filed 
but will be soon.

The sales 
talk covered about three and a half 
minutes, not long enough to be 
boresome. 

The following week ‘The Silent 
Salesman” answered questions. A 
microphone hidden under the radl- 
ator received the queries. An 
operator in the showroom wore a 
set of radio head phones and an- 
swered the questions by means of 
a telautograph machine, which 
flashed the answers in writing back 
to the car. 

Mr. Thomasma says his experi- 
ence has shown that the ordinary 
salesman is capable of calling on 
only eight to ten prospects a day. 
By means of “The Silent Sales- 
man” it has been possible to talk 
to 50 persons at a time, and the

Business Romances in Our Industry 





Edward D. Rockwell of Bristol, | 
Conn., founded the present New 
Departure Manufacturing 
pany in the late fall of 1888. Busi- | 
ness was begun in a small room 
at the north end of the Thompson 
Clock shop, and the total force, in- 
cluding executives, ranged from 
three to six persons. The new 
company was formal incorporated 
June 27, 1889, as the “New De- 
parture Bell Company.’ It made 
a clockwork mechanism used to 
ring bells, which constituted a 
unique improvement at the time. 

The bell business prospered and 
the plant grew. With the advent 
of the “bicycle craze,’ the com- 
pany adapted its patented bell 
mechanisms to bicycle use, and 
when the craze was in full swing 
in the early 90's, the plant em- 
ployed more than 100 hands. Bris- 
tol came to be known as the “Bell 
Town,” and its residents were 
called ‘Bell Ringers.’ At one time 
the New Departure Bell Company 
was making 10,000 bicycle bells 
every working day. 

Early in the present century the 
company originated and manufac- 
tured the “New Departure” 
coaster brake for bicycles, which 
is standard in a large proportion of 
the bicycles being manufactured 
today. 

Car and fire bells were added to 
the line in 1907, when New De- 


Com- | 





parture bought out the Liberty Bell 


At about the same time 
began to engage in 
the manufacture of ball bearings 
in a new plant. This 
coincident with the growing use of 
the automobile, and the business 
continued to expand. Plants were 
acquired at Elmwood, near Hart- 
ford, Conn., and at Meriden, Conn. 

In 1919 the New Departure 
Manufacturing Company (the word 
“Bell” had long since been dropped 
from the firm name) was affili- 
ated with the General Motors Cor- 
poration. 

Present products of the eighty- 
two buildings utilized in the com- 
pany’s business include ball bear- 
ings, steel balls, bicycle 
brakes, hubs, bells, cyclometers and 
sundries for bicycles, door 
car bells and fire bells. Annual 
output includes such items as 15,- 
350,000 ball bearings of all sizes, 
1,471,000,000 steel balls, 600,000 
coaster brakes, 475,000 bicycle 
hubs, 1,000,000 bicycle bells, 50,- 
000 cyclometers, 100,000 
bells, 1,000 car bells and 400 fine 
bells. Annual business approxi- 
mates $25,000,000. The 
space is nearly 
feet.
